AN INVENTOR WHO HOPES IN TIME TO 


PRODUCE SUCH A BREED. 


"Would it be possible for me tc invent 


some simple attachment by which the 
cheery but piercing notes of the early- 
crowing chanticleer coaid be prevented 
without injury to the bird ?" This was 
tbe question that Edward P. Howard, 
of Brockton, askwl himself not long ago. 
He was couflned to his home at the time 
with an attack of the grip, and the dulcet 
tones of the pet bantams belonging to his 
son were not conducive to the enjoyment 
of tbe needful "beauty sleep." 


Now, BroektOD is the home of inven- 


tors—not only of shoe machinery, but 
of many other "Yankee notions"—for 
was it not in the Shoe City that a wise 
and thoughtful married man invented 
tbe anti-suoring machine? This boon 
to heads of families was an arrangement 
of steel springs and padded clamps, by 
means of which the relaxation of the 
jaws so necessary to the wellrounded and 
able-bodied snore was prevented auto- 
matically. It was so planned that the 
farther the jaws were opened the tighter 
the machine's grip, and Ihus the snore 
was cut oil before Us birth without effort 
on the pan of the wearer. 


Mr. Howard remembered the success 


of this anti-suoring device, which, by tne 
way, was successfully patented, and he 
set out to conquer the crowing of the 
troublesome roosters in a smiliar manner.

Mr. Howard, "to rear in time a breed 0£ 
aoncrowing fowl, since aside from the 
great boon to humanity which a breed 
of noiseless fowl would be, the financial 
side would certainly be worth consider- 
ing as fraught with great possibilities. 
It is well known thf,t the exertion of 
crowing causes the neck of the ordiuaiy 
fowl to become lean, lough and stringy, 
while with thenoncrowing fowl the neck 
should become fat, tender and juicy, 
thus changing what has been considered 
a'piece de resistance'to what gourmands 
would term a 'bonne bouche.' "

FARM NEWS AND VIEWS. 


CLOVER AND FERTILIZERS -ADVANTAGES 


OF ROTATION OF CROPS- 


It is claimed tbut lard ran be recuper- 


ated by the growing of clover, as it de- 
rives nitrogen from (.he at,mo°p!i«ie, but 
clover will not thrive unless the soil can 
supply lime, potash ami phosphoric acid. 
These substances will be removed from 
the soil by clover, and if tbe clover is 
harvested and sold, the Urd will lose the 
plant foods that go with the clover, 
heuce if the clover is plowed under it re- 
turns to the soil only the mineral matter 
taken from the soil, the gum being m ni- 
trogen. To secure laige yields of clover, 
therefore, there must be given the soil a 
liberal application ot the numeral sub- 
stances, potash and phosphoric acid 
pecially, while lime is always beneficial. 
When drilling in the wbeal., and using 
fertilizer at the same liine, apply txtia 
fertilizer in order to assist the clover in 
the spring. 


Rotation of crops uot only enables the 


farmer to get the best results, but large- 
ly aids in preventing diseases of plants. 
Rotation, which includes clover, dis 
tributes the plant toads to advantage 
and prevents loss of any particular ele 
ment required by plants. 


Those who keep late pullets with tt e 


expectation that they will begin to lay in 
winter will be diaappoiutetl as a rule. 
Such pullets seldom be^in to Ihy uut'l 
the warm weather of the spring eeajon 
begins. 
Birds do not la> in winter in 


their natural state, and the barnyard 
fowls are no exception, as they must re- 
ceive assistance in the way ot food and 
shelter. Domestication makes changes 
in the characteristics ot birds, and the 
only way to secure egijs iu winter is to 
have the fowls under summer conditions 
if possible. Early pullets should lay in 
winter, but late pullets do uot fully ma- 
ture before winter, and do not then lay 
to their fullest capacity, because they 
must supply their bodies with material 
for growth and warmth. 


The flavor of milk is not always due 


to the food. 
On hundreds of tarns 


there is an ntter lack of cleanliness in 
the handling of milk, although it is well 
known that sickness and death 
art- 


caused by the germs which enter into 
milk through lack of cleanliness in milk- 
ing and carelessness iu other uelatlg. 


The garden plot may be changed every 


two or three years in order to prevent 
diseases of plants. 
The plot for the gar- 


des should be selected at this season of 
the year, plowed and a liberal application 
of manure made, which should be har- 
rowed in. Sow rye to cover the giouLd 
and plow It under early iu spring, using 
a small quantity or lime, or apply wood 
ashes. Have the plot so arranged as to 
cultivate In long rows, in order to save 
labor. The fall is the time to make the 
garden plot fertile. 


Wood ashes should be carefully saved 


under shelter. They are uch in both 
potash and lime. 
When purchasing 


wood ashes do not overlook the fact that 
dry ashes absorb moisture from the at- 
mosphere and the weight v.iries accord- 
ing to the weather. 
A'o estimation of 


the composition of wood ashes can be 
considered reliable, as much depends 
upon the kinds of wood from which thf-y 
are obtained, but it is not far out of the 
way to claim that 100 pounds contain 
about 40 pounds ot lime, six pounds ol 
potash and two pounds of phosphoric 
acid. 


Many suggestions tuve been made in 


regard to spraying, but the use of kero- 
sene should be dome carefully. Kerosene 
emulsion is recommended for many pm- 
poses, but there are strong aad unkl 
emulsions, according to the proportion 
uf water used. Puie kerosene, even in 
small quantities, will quickly destroy' 
peach trees. 


The farmer reduces the value of his 


own labor by keeping iuftrmr stock, or 
failing to secure laise yield of ciops, at 
higher 
prices, ami the greater 
the 


production, the better the rpmuneni 
tion for the labor bc&to'.ved. Xhere are 
periods when the farmer cannot preform 
work in the fields, for which reason lie 
should aim to get his crops under shelter- 
as soon as possible in order to do some 
kind of work which can be performed 
inside the barn.

Kimbaii. wi.it- cheapened the cost of harvesting wheat 


on the Pcieific coast so that grain can be 
laised there at less actual cost than in 
Ihe Argentine Republic, where farm la- 
bor costs only a fraction of a dollar a 


day. 
These large traction engines of 


the California wheat li -ids are of fifty 
horse-power, and are provided with driv- 
ing wheels sixty inches in diameter.— 
They are made to do the plowing, plant- 
ing, and harvesting ,ifc the proper season. 


In the npring thpv drag across the im-~ 


menee wheat Delds sixteen tea-incu 
plowo, four six-foot 1.arrows, aad a press 
drill for plaatinK the seed wheat. In 
this way one such traction engine per- 
forms the triple work of pbwing, har- 
rowing and planting all in one opera- 
tion.— Harper's
